T o the right of 
the stand the students had congre­ 
gated, awaiting the arrival of Mr. 
Biy an. 
At 2:15 o’clock Mr. Bry an 
was driven in a carriage through the 
crowd to the platform. 
Immediately ail was confusion in 
front. 
T he students broke forth in 
their

long Yales,

’rahs, a Yale and ‘‘M cK inley .” 
The crowd surged to and fro in 
front of the stand, and a dozen 
policemen fought it from the p lat­ 
form. 
There were cheers for the nom i­ 
nee, but from the right of the stand 
the students repeatedly broke torth 
with their y ell, and for twenty m i n­ 
utes it was impossible for Mr. Bry an 
to make himself heard.

A QUESTION OF REBATES. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rio us Sources for the Benefit of 
“Oemocrat'kReaders. 


The Interstate commerce 
com­ 
mission met at Kansas City yester­ 
day to inquire into the practice of 
rebilling grain shipments at Kansas 
City, and the rates charged by the 
different railways. 
The hearing is a continuance of 
the investigation begun in Chicago 
in August. 
J. A. Monroe, freight 
traffic manager of the Union Pacific 
at Omaha, said that his company 
made a practice of handling grain 
to Kansas City, Omaha and Coun­ 
cil Bluffs at local rates, and storing 
it in elevators. 
If the grain was 
afterward forwarded the local rate 
was refunded and the Union Pacific 
participated in its proportion of the 
through rate from the original point 
to its 
final 
destination.

that

Pacific 
stored its grain in certain elevators 
in Omaha, Council Bluffs and K an­ 
sas City, for which a transfer charge 
o f i^^^c a 100 pounds was made. 
^‘This transfer charge has nothing 
whatever to do with rates, ’’ said 
Mr. Monroe, 
“ and applies on all 
grain which we pass through the 
elevators. ” 
J. J. Fletcher, freight traffic man­ 
ager of the Kansan City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis, said that his line al­ 
lowed 
no 
rebates 
of 
any 
kind. 
Their connection with a local ship­ 
ment 
to Kansas 
City ended the 
moment it reached 
Kansas City.

There recently returned to London 
& 
g entlem an, 
Mr. 
G. 
Herbert 
Phillips, who, in the course of ten | 
months* wandering, spent nine or 
ten weeks in the dominions of the 
sultan of Morocco. 
The house in which Mr. 
Phillips 
stay ed at Fez was the same as that 
which 
Sir 
Euan 
Smith 
occupied 
when he made his memorable visit 
there,,som e few y ears back. 
T asked 
my 
host,” 
said 
Mr. 
Phillips, “ whether there was a slave 
m arket at Fez, as I was curious, if 
sucn were the case, to visit it. 
lie 
told me there 
was, 
and that be 
would inquire when there would be 
a sale. 
The result of the inquiry 
wras that on the evening of Sunday , 
May 31 last, 
I was conducted to 
w hat had the appearance of an old- 
fashioned market place. 
There was 
an open square, and round was a 
kind of arcade in which the people 
sat. 
The 
slaves, 
who 
were 
Soudanese 
neg resses, 
brought 
up 
from the Soudan through the desert 
in caravans, were ranged in a recess 
in the corner. 
The slave dealers, 
healthy and substantial-looking men, 
led out each of the slaves in turn, 
and 
in 
Arabic shouted 
out 
the 
m erits of each. 
These slave sales 
are invariably held in the evening , 
the idea being that if there are any 
im perfections in face or figure they 
are less likely to be noticed in the 
tw ilig ht. 
Eig ht 
women and two 
g irls were offered for sale, and be­ 
fore the actual bidding commenced 
the intending purchasers went up to 
the recess in which the slaves were 
w aiting and examined them closely . 
The first woman brought out was 
one apparently about 22 y ears of 
age, although she m ig ht have been 
less, as they age very quickly . 
She 
was dressed in a kind of calico cov­ 
ering with a girdle. 
There was bid­ 
ding in the usual auction way , the 
dealers g oing round and shouting 
out the offers as they were made. 
The 
bidding 
was, 
of 
course, 
in 
Moorish money , and the first woman 
was bought for a sum equivalent in 
Eng lish money to nearly £ 10. 
Then 
a y oung girl of perhaps ten y ears 
was soldj the price in her case being 
about £ 11. 
During all this I was 
standing under the arcade, but, be­ 
ing dressed in an ordinary Eng lish 
tourist suit, I kept behind the Moors 
who accompanied me, and, so far, 
had been unobserved. 
I was aware 
that 
the 
Moors 
object 
to 
any 
strang er being present 
at 
these 
sales, as they do not wish informa­ 
tion about the traffic to g et abroad. 
I had seen the two sold, and in the 
case of the girl the scene was heart­ 
rending, as she cried bitterly and 
was g reatly distressed. 
I 
could 
stand it no longer, and walked out 
into the middle of the square, and 
the 
large 
attendance 
of 
Moors 
present then saw that a European 
was there. 
They g athered tog ether 
in little groups, there was a hurried 
whispering among them, the unsold 
slaves were formally marched off,7 
and the Moors dispersed, m ost of 
those present proceeding to 
the 
g reat mosque near by .” 
Mr. Phillips proceeded 
to point 
out that it would have been useless 
for him to purchase any of the slaves 
and set them free. 
Besides g iving 
an encourag em ent to slave dealing, 
it would be mistaken philanthropy . 
A bout two y ears ago a European, 
acting from the best m otives, pur­ 
chased through a Moor at this same 
slave market one of these Soudanese 
g irls and g ave her her liberty , but 
as he could not provide for her per­ 
m anently , and she could not g o back 
to her own country , the result was 
deplorable. — London Telegraph. 


R id in g O strich e s. 


“ I don’t believe the stories told 
about the natives in Africa and 
Australia riding ostriches,” said a

“ Am ericans are the 
best 
riders on earth, but they cannot ride 
ostriches.

In the weird lig ht of the smoky 
evening half a dozen barges, some 
already under jury masts, are mak­ 
ing their way on the top of the flood 
into London, 
say s Good 
Words. 
They form a long perspective as they 
approach the Tower bridge and are 
lost sig ht of in the y ellow mist of 
the setting sun. 
They are loaded 
down to their hatches and some of 
them 
have sailed from 
far up the 
coast, perhaps in half a gale of wind, 
to deposit their cargoes in the quiet 
reaches of the dreamy upper Thames. 
Others hail from the Medway — “ the 
oilier river,” as they call it on the 
Thames—and 
those 
who 
know 
Rochester and Strood bridge will be 
familiar enough with the sig ht of 
them here. 
On Monday m orning —- 
time, to the bargemen, alway s wait­ 
ing upon 
tide—the Medway fleet 
g ets under way . 
It is worth seeing 
this on a brig ht morning when the 
wind is fair; each vessel beating up 
out of its own 
river and coming 
about into the Thames adds some­ 
thing to the interest of the scene. 
Standing on 
the Essex side one 
can on a clear day see some way up 
the Medway , now thick with sail, 
and follow the fleet along the Isle of 
Grain opposite 
and 
far 
up 
the 
Thames, bey ond the long, low line 
of Canvev, disappearing at last as it 
bears northward up the Lower Hope. 
Thus toward evening, in company 
with their various sea-g oing compa n­ 
ions, these Medway craft enter live 
gloom and haze of London,each one as 
much at home in this crowded thor­ 
oughfare as in the lower reaches or 
along the coasts north and south of 
the Thames estuary . 
Here, while some, taken in hand 
by the free watermen, 
“ sw eep” up 
on the flood-tide, their long oars or 
“ sw eeps” serving to help their dan­ 
gerous passag e under the arches of 
the bridges, others are taken in tow 
by one of the tu g s—the Vixen, the 
Seorcner or the Storm King, per­ 
haps—and soon a long, black string 
of deeply laden hulks, often lashed 
tog ether two by two, g oes steam ing 
past the 
Nine Elms, Chelsea and 
Hammersmith, 
to find a peaceful

Daniel Benton's 
liberation 
from 
Chester insane prison recently re 
calls one of the queerest cases ever 
tried in this state. 
Part of the evi 
dence for the defense was g iven by 
a widow who mistook the accused 
for her dead husband, stuck to him 
all through his trial for making a 
false pension claim, and could hard­ 
ly be brought to believe him an im­ 
poster even after he had been con­ 
victed. 
William Newby 
lived 
in W hite 
county at the beg inning of the war. 
He enlisted and 
was sent to the 
front. 
A fter an interval friends re­ 
turned to 
W hite county and told 
Mrs. Newby her husband had been 
killed at the battle of Shiloh, and 
they had assisted at his burial. 
A few y ears ago a man caine to 
Mrs. N ew by ’s home and persuaded 
her that he was Newby , that he had 
been wounded at Shiloh, had lost his 
mind and had wandered about the 
country ever since in search of his 
home and friends. 
He bad come to 
himself after y ears of wandering and 
had returned to Lis home. 
The man 
her friends had seen buried, he said, 
was not Newby , but a man who re­ 
sembled him. 
Hope helped the widow’s delusion 
and by her aid the man proceeded to 
establish his claim in other quarters. 
The authorities were not to be de­ 
ceived, however, and when he ap­ 
plied for a pension they prosecuted 
him in the federal courts and proved 
that he was “ R ickety ” Dan Benton, 
a W hite county pauper and petty 
thief. 
The trial occupied two weeks, and 
over 200 w itnesses were summoned. 
Mrs. 
Newby declared 
throughout 
she believed Benton to be her hus­ 
band, and her brother g ave similar 
testimony ’. 
Benton was convicted, 
however, and sentenced to impris 
onm ent.— Chic

Millais, who painted like 
Van Ey ck, 
and 
who afterwards 
came to paint like Velasquez; Mil­ 
lais, 
who appealed to the esoteric 
taste of Mr. Ruskin and who after­ 
wards appealed to the general pub­ 
lic, presents a very vexed problem 
to the critic who is less insular in 
his tastes than that writer and more 
fastidious than the woy ld at large. 
Millais 
at his 
best, perhaps, is 
neither the painter of “ Isabella, or 
the P ot of B asil,” domineered by 
R osetti and Holman H unt, nor Mil­ 
lais, the successful painter of pic­ 
tures which served indifferently to 
attract a crowd at the Academy or 
advertise a soap. 
But in such pic­ 
tures as the “ Eve of St. A g nes,” in 
such drawings as that of a girl in a 
crinoline, 
reading 
a love 
letter, 
which has lately been exhibited in 
London, Millais is seen to be wholly 
himself, 
a human creature, a true 
artist who reflects all that is best in 
the 
Eng lish 
character; 
unduly 
sway ed neither by profounder minds 
than his own nor by considerations 
which were unworthy of him .—Lon­ 
don Saturday Review.
